State Controller Ken Cory 
today said his office is pre¬ 
paring to mail refunds to 
over five million Californ¬ 
ians Who overpaid their 
state Income tax during 
1974. 

"Tiiat total also includes 
payments to those who 
qualify for the Tax Credit 
for Renters even though 
they do not have an income 
tax liability,” Cory said. 

The controller said his of¬ 
fice is prepared to issue tlie 
first refunds as soon as re¬ 
fund information on early¬ 
bird taxpayers is received 
from the Franchise Tax 
Board which processes in¬ 
come tax returns. 

“Early filing will help 
taxoayers get their refunds 
cariier and at the same lime 
reduce the size of the log 
jam which is inevitable as 
the April 15 deadline moves 
closer,” Cory said, noting 
that the Franchise Tax 
Board expects about eight 
million returns to be filed 
this year- 

Cory said 5.5 million re- 


at an average of $116 per 
refund. ? 

About 4.5 million refunds 
will be made to persons 
whose income tax was over¬ 
withheld from wages. Other 
refunebs will go to non-with- 
holding taxpayers who over¬ 
paid on tax estimates, and 
to people who rent their 
place of residence but do not 
have income tax liability 
matohing or exceeding their 
Tax Credit for Renters. 

The income tax credit for 
renters is designed to extend 
property tax relief to those 
who do not own their dwel¬ 
lings. Those who qualify for 
the 1974 tax year must have 


been California residents on 
March 1, 1974, and rented 
and ocoupied a dwelling 
which was their princi,pal 
place of residence. A mobile 
home owned by the occu¬ 
pant but located on rented 
land meets the qualifica¬ 
tions for this credit. 

A full year of credit for 
such rental occupancy can 
range from $25 to $45 de¬ 
pending on the the level of 
the claimant. In cases Where 
the adjusted gross income ot 
Tliore is no net income tax 
liability to which, the credit 
may be applied, or if the 
credit exceeds the liability, 
the claimant will receive a 


direct refund, An income tax 
return must be filed in order 
to receive the credit, even 
if tire claimant othrwise is 
not subject to filing an in¬ 
come tax return. 

Cory urged taxpayers to 
read carefully the instruc¬ 
tions on Pages 1 2 of 

the State Income Tax Form 
540. 

“If those instructions are 
follcnved and the tax form 
properly com.pl e t e d and 
signed, we are prepared to 
issue refunds within two 
days after receiving the re¬ 
fund information from the 
Franchise Tax Board',” Cory 
said.

Questions and Answers 

To Consumers 


Editor’s note: William G. 
Fritz is president of the Bet¬ 
ter Business Bureau of Lfjs 
Angelos. The questions ho 
answers here are chosen 
from among those received 
daily by his office in calls 
and letters from consumers. 

Q. — We had some re¬ 
modelling id'ime on our 
home. We had the garage 
made into a family room 
with a wet bar. I paid the 
contractor in full for all the 
work involved, hut later 
b(‘gan to get bills from a 
plumber for puttting in the 
bar. Since i paid the con¬ 
tractor for this work, wliy 
am I getting legal throals 
from the plumber? 

A. — Your contractor evi¬ 
dently did not have a 
plum'ber on his staff, so ho 
hired an indc p e n d e n t 
plumbing firm to InstaH 
your bar. Because of the me¬ 
chanics lien law, the plumb¬ 
er may demand paymont 
from you* if ho was not paid 
for his work by yoiur general 
contractor. 

M'jst home improvement 
contracts include a me¬ 
chanics lien clau.se whicli 
has the effect of making 
your homo the collateral to 
in.sure payment. You arc 
now in danger of having a 
lien placed on your iiome 
by the plumber.

Q. — I giUc.^Js I ought to 
got wise, but I keep falling 
for the same thing. W’hen I 
am ready to do some work 
around the licuse, 1 clieck 
the ads in the paper to se,> 
where I can get a bargain 
on the materials I need. . 
'Tlien I drive over to the 
.store and find the advertised 
special is .sold out. 

U.sually the stores offer 
me a rain (;heck, but it’s a 
iiassle lining up for the rain 
check, then going back to 
the store another day. Be¬ 
sides, I iu.siually need the 
item right away, sn it’s just 
a wa.sted trip to the .stoie. 

Don’t you tliink .stores 
ought to be able to give you 
an advertised .special on the 
clay it is advertised? 

A. — Yes, it i.s the position 
of the BBB tliat a store 
should have a good enough 
supply of an advorti.sed spe¬ 
cial to meet the demand 
that can i-easonably be an¬ 
ticipated'. 

If you liave repealed prob¬ 
lems with the same store, Ire 
sure to let the manager 
know how you feel. A gtxirl 
businessman wants his 
vertising to bring in cus¬ 
tomers, not antagonize them. 


I advise you first to con¬ 
tact the contractor to make 
sure there was not a book¬ 
keeping error. If you are u-n- 
able to straighten out the 
matter, contact an attorney. 

Your problem cc'uld have 
lx!en av'alded had- you had 
the contractor sign a lien 
waiver at the time the con¬ 
tract was .signed, or post a 
bond to insure that his su'b- 
contractors would be paid. 

Q. — I bought my car 
from a dealer. We agreed on 
a firm price and signed a 
contract. I was (completely 
.surprised to find when the 
ear was delivered 'hat the 
price had boon raised $100. 
Can they do that? 

A. — Sorry. If you read 
the fine print on the back 
of the contract, it prc'bably 
includes the u.s.ual clause 
stating that price increases 
from the manufacturer will 
be passed on to the cus- 
timer. .\n increase in the 
factory price accounts for 
the inctease you nov/ have 
to pay. 

Q. — I applied tor a 
charge account at a depart- 
mcent store and was turned 
down. Tliey said my' credit 
was no good. I do not know 
any reason why I would 
Iiavo a bad credit rating. 
What can I do about this? 

A. — Ask the store what 
credit reporting agency gave 
the negative rating. The 
store is reqiU'ired to tell ycMi 
this. ’Then go directly to the 
credit reporting agency to 
find' out the reason for the 
rating. 

The law requires tlie 
credit reporting agency to 
give you a frix? report on 
your own credit if they have 
given out a negative report 
on you. Don’t lx? upset if the 
agency is extremely careful 
to confirm your identity be¬ 
fore giving you the report. 
They m.ust do this in order 
to av'oid giving your report 
to unauthorized persoiiis. 

When you obtain the re¬ 
port, bo sure the informa¬ 
tion the credit agency has 
on you is correert and that 
it is not outdated. There is 
a seven-year time limit af¬ 
ter which many typos of hi- 
foramtion — suits and judg¬ 
ments, paid tax liens, ar-

Renters Credit To 
Some Taxpayers 

Qualified renters in Cali 
fornia are allowed a rent¬ 
er’s credit on their 1974 State 
Income Tax, reminds John 
W. Lynch, chairman of the 
State Board of Equalization 
and vice chairman of the 
State Franchise Tax Board. 

Ly'.nch advised tliat the 
renter’s cred'it ranges from 
$25 to $45, diopending on the 
individual’s adjustc'd gross 
income. The credit is re- 
fu'ndable, .so that if the 
renter has no inc-ome ta.x 
liability, he will receive :i 
refund in the amount of the 
credit. 

Lynch said "Many people 
don’t know that they are en¬ 
titled' to the refund and 
neglect to file for it. People 
living in mobilehomcs situ¬ 
ated on rented land qualify 
for the refund, but are fn'- 
quently unaware of it.” 

Lynch advised that pro¬ 
visions are made on the 1974 
California income tax retrorn 
for ded'.icrting the credit. Pei- 
sons not reqiuir&d' to file a 
return because they do not 
meet the filing require¬ 
ments, should tile the re¬ 
turn to receive their renter’.s 
credit. Lynch further stated 
that persons wlio .neglected 
to file for a 1973 renter's 
credit may still do so hy 
filing an amended 1973 
State income t.ax return. 

Detailed information re¬ 
garding tlio renter’s credit i.s 
given on page 3 of the State 
Ind'ividual Income Tax 540 
booklet.

- Q. — I bought stock in 
■ U.S. Steel many years ago. 

The dividends have been 
, good, but luntil a year ago 
the price of the stock Juct 
kept coming down. A few 
years ago my broker said I 
’ made a mistake and bought 
in a bad industry. Now my 
•broker says it’s a good in¬ 
dustry and that I should 
hold on to the stock. Do 
you think he is right? 

A. — A lot of changes 
have taken place in the 
steel indiustry. Many of the 
factors that were working 
adversely in that industry a 
few years ago are no longer 
problems. The indu st r y's 
capacity is such that it can 
now barely meet the needs 
for its product. Foreign steel 
is now higher priced than 
American steel, and this re¬ 
moves some of the competi¬ 
tive pressure from overseas. 
Also, worldwide demand is 
.sufficient to keep a lot of 
foreign steel out of the U.S. 
market. The corriipetit i o n 
from substitutes such as 
other metals and plastics is 
no longer as intense as it 
was. 

Most importantly, various 
price presauces that faced 
tlie industry over the la.st 
10-12 years have been over¬ 
come. Steel is still a very 
basic commodity in our eco¬ 
nomic life, and it wonjd ap¬ 
pear that demand for it at 
a fair price will be good. 
This change in the outlook 
has been reognized by some 
investors, and that is why 


your stock has tended to be 
strong in this recent period 
when most stocks have been 
very weak. Steel profits will 
likely be down some in the 
coming year, hut many fi¬ 
nancial analysts feel that 
steel in the years ahead will 
bea more attractive indus¬ 
try in which to invest. 

Q. — If you were just 
starting out to invest like I 
am planning to do, what 
.stocks would you put your 
money in at thi.s time? I 
have about $12,000 to in¬ 
vest. 

A. — Asking strang e r s 
where to invest a sizable 
amount of money can be 
dangerous. I appreciate yow 
confidence in my Judgment, 
but I’d rather send you a

There is no current conclusive 
evidence that marihuana is “medically safe.” Research is 
currently being conducted to find out more about its 
physical and psychological effects. 

2. LSD; 

Its effects can differ at times in the same indiirfidual. 
There is no ■way of predicting whether a “trip” will be 
“good” or “bad.” And days, weeks, even months after 
using LSD, the things the user experienced while on the 
drug may recur unexpectedly. The LSD experience can 
sometimes be disturbing enough to cause acute and 
even long-lasting mental illness. 

3. “Ups and Downs”; 

Excessive use of amphetamines (“ups”) can drive a 
person beyond his physical endurance and leave him 
totally depleted physically, since he feels like neither eating 
nor sleeping. The body develops a tolerance to these 
drugs, with larger and larger doses required to feel the 
effects. Long-term heavy users are usually irritable, 
unstable, and may suffer social, intellectual, and emotional 
breakdown. Abrupt withdrawal (“crashing”) for the 
heavy user can result in a deep and suicidal depression. 

Barbiturates (“downs”) can, in regular and 
excessive doses, become physically addicting. Overdose, 
or abrupt withdrawal for a heavy user, can cause 
death. Barbiturates are a leading cause of accidental 
poison deaths in the U.S. Amphetamines are sometimes 
prescribed as “diet pills,” and barbiturates are given 
as prescription sleeping plUs, but neither should be taken, 
except in strict accordance with a pbyskiaa’s prescription. 

4 . Narcotics; 

Heroin is physically, as well as psychologically 
addicting. Large, or unexpectedly unadulterated doses can 
result in death. The addict’s main object in life 
becomes getting the drug, He may turn to crime as the 
only way to get enough money to support his habit 
(which can run as high as $100.00 per day).

If you’re having a little trouble these days getting 
through to your kids when you try to discuss illegal drug 
use, it may be because they know a lot more than you 
do about the subject. 

We can’t promise to make you an expert, but 
we can help you to catch up a little. Here are a few facts 
to talk from; 

1, Marihuana: 

Its use is a felony. Conviction, even with a suspended 
sentence, may cause interruption of education, 
difficulty in obtaining a driver’s license in some states, 
entering a profession, getting a responsible job. While 
marihuana, which is noi a narcotic, does not cause physical 
dependence, it may lead to “psychological dependence”

Air crashes, firearms, lightning, are big killers, it is 
true. But not as big as a piece of food stuck in the wind¬ 
pipe. 

Food strangulation, actually is our sixth largest cause 
of accidental death. It is particularly poignant because 
it is swift, takes place in usually pleasant suiToundings, 
can be alleviuted but too often Is not because few people 
diagnose it quickly enough and know what to do. 

It is generally called "cafe coronary” because the s>Tnp- 
toms mimic those of a heart attack. The victim is per¬ 
fectly normal: then suddenly his eyes bulge, ho turns 
white, then blue. He usually will clutch at his chest, 
stagger to his feet, then collapse. 

Medical authorities, according to a Dun’s magazine 
report, say the victim will be unc-onscious in four min¬ 
utes, dead in seven if not treated properly. Artificial 
respiration is useless, so is an ambulance call. No one 
suffering from food inhalation, the article states, has 
ever survived an ambulance trip. 

How to identify such strangulation? The one sure 
way is to ask the person If he can talk. Most heart at¬ 
tack victims can communicate, but a strangling food in¬ 
haler cannot. 

Treatment involves placing the victim on his back, 
with mouth open. Using a napkin, pull the tongue for¬ 
ward. Often the food lodged in the air passage can bo 
seen, and fn'cd with the middle and index finger of the 
other hand. If necessary, mouth-to-mouth resuscitation can 
then be given. Some restaurants now carry plastic re¬ 
trievers. 

The key is speed. Non-panic speed. Other methods, 
more complicated, have been suggested for deeper seatel 
impediments. It would lx? wise if we all would ask our 
physicians for guidance, just in case. As the saying goes, 
the lifeJ^hat is saved just might be ours.

In a vein somewhat similar to Franklin Roosevelt’s 
“nothing to fear but fear itself,” a pi-ominent California 
bank cxxinomist pi'odic'ts for 197.5 “the second or third 
best year in U.S. or any other economic history,” if we 
can regenerate confidence.

A joint public-private “fix-up” campaign to help the 
building industry; “confidence restoring” tax cuts; and 
encouragement of citizen spending, saving and borrowing 
at a "normal level.” 

Confidence is the key, indeed. And we should grasp 
it, because evidently it can unlock some very important 
doors.
